He told a news conference that 
the failure at Cassino, however, 
would be a “severe set-back only 
if we did not learn our lessons.” 

“Under no circumstances should 
the Italian campaign be thought of 
as a test of Allied power,” he

Stimson said the Allied efforts to

time being,” and said that the "Ger- 
mans showed again that they are 
obstinate and = effective soldiers 
who do not quit when they are or- 
dered to hold a key post at all 
cost.

V.C. Winner Fights Nazis 
Single-Handed at Anzio 


LONDON, March 30.— (CP) — 
Award of the Victoria Cross to 
Capt. William Philip Sydney for 
“superb courage and utter dis- 
regard of danger” at a critical 
moment in the battle for the 
Anzio beachhead south of Rome 
was announced tonight, 

The act of bravery took place 
during a period in February 
when the Germans were attack- 
ing a single British division with 
the elements of six divisions and, 
in the words of the citation, “it 
was of supreme importance that 
every inch of ground should be 
doggedly, stubbornly and tenaci- 
ously fought for,” 

Capt. (Temporary Major) Syd- 
ney—a son-in-law of Field Mar- 
shal Lord Gort, governor of Malia 
~—Wwas defending a gully south- 


west of the Caroceto bridge 
against the German attack. He 
collected the crew of a three-inch 
mortar and personally led the 
attack with tommyguns and 
grenades. 

The Germans attacked again in 
some strength but Sydney, in full 
view of the enemy and com- 
pletely exposed to their fire, 
dashed forward alone and en- 
gaged the Germans at point-blank 
range. He was wounded but be- 
fore he could have his wound 
dressed the Germans attacked 
once more, Sydney returned to 
his post and kept the enemy off 
for another hour until the posi- 
tion of his battalion was con- 
solidated and the Germans finally 
driven off. Only then did Sydney 
allow his wound to be dressed.

Canada’s Government-owned merchant 
marine consists of 69 ships in service, and 
38 more are to be added during the present 
year, The fleet has paid its way and thus 
far turned over $10,000,000 profits to the 
national treasury. Those who recall the un- 
fortunate financial record of the Govern- 
ment ships following the last war will have 
some misgivings as to whether our new 
carriers will continue to show favorable 
balances when war traffic dwindles away 
and they have to depend on peacetime busi- 
ness. 

How the merchant marine fares in post- 
war days will of course depend on the 
amount of freight the ships get to carry, 
and that in turn will hinge largely on what 
kind of a trade policy Canada pursues in 
after-war years.

Stephen Leacock 


Stephen Leacock has departed this life 
at the age of 74, and thousands of econ- 
omists throughout the country will mourn 
the passing of a man who contributed a 
very great deal to the elaboration of the 
Science they profess. 

But if thousands will mourn the ec- 
onomist, millions will mourn the humorist. 
For it was in the field of wholesome frivol- 
ity that Stephen Leacock was best known 
to his compatriots. 

His lectures and his books on economics 
were known to be sound and thoughtful. 
His dissertations on the comedies of life 
were unrivalled in Canadian literature or, 
for that matter, unsurpassed in the litera- 
tures of any other countries. In his pecu- 
liar bent of humor he stood alone. 

Leacock will be remembered as a hum- 
orist rather than as an economist. But it 
will not be because his humor reached so 
many more than were reached by his econ- 
omics. It will be because gayety is so 
much more interesting than property. 


How Decentralize? 


One of the Nova Scotia members of par- 
liament made an appeal for the decentraliz- 
ing of industry in Canada. The west is as 
deeply interested in that question as are 
the maritime provinces, The members from 
both ends of the Dominion should get down 
to brass tacks and make a factual study of 
the methods by which Ontario and Quebec 
have monopolized the factories. It is not all 
a matter of federal policy, past or present, 
political weight, and wire-pulling. 

Massed capital, willingness of the public 
to invest in industrial stocks, low wages, 
cheap power, are other factors which have 
helped powerfully to bring about the ab- 
normal expansion of manufacturing enter- 
prise in the central provinces, If any head- 
way is to be made in bringing the western 
and eastern provinces into line industrially, 
these factors will have to be studied and 
measures taken to offset them. Not ignor- 
ing the centralizing effect of the tariff, the 
basic fact is that industrial production can 
be carried on cheaper in Ontario and Que- 
bec than in the west—perhaps cheaper 
also than on the Atlantic seaboard; enough 
cheaper that freight rates do not put west- 
ern industries on an equal footing. 

This is something to which the repre- 
sentatives of the handicapped provinces 
should give attention.

Better Start Early 


This belongs in the Believe It or Not 
column; there are now a large number of 
carpenters registered as unemployed in Ed- 
monton, where a few weeks ago work on 
the Wartime Housing project was being 
held up because builders were scarce. Com- 
pletion of construction contracts has of 
course made the difference and left the men 
temporarily out of work, 

The proverbial silver lining of the cloud 
is that they are not likely to be idle very 
long. The building program for the sum- 
mer is a large one, and with settled weather 
operations should soon get under way. The 
general prospect is that Edmonton will be 
a busy place during the summer for all who 
are qualified and experienced in construc- 
tion work, The weather is the main factor 
in deciding how soon the program can get 
actively started and how rapidly the work 
can proceed, 

The material situation being somewhat 
easier, only an available labor supply was 
needed to assure an extensive addition to 
Edmonton's housing capacity this year. 
The news that carpenters are now looking 
for work should encourage those who plan 
building to lose as little time as necessary 
in making a start. Should the men scatter 
in search of work, which is plentiful the 
country over, there may be a labor short- 
age a few weeks hence and consequent dif- 
ficulty in getting projects carried out.

not been abandoned. The tactics have been 
changed. 

Failure of the Allied infantry to capture 
the enemy position is construed by hasty 
commentators to show that bombing alone 
cannot clear the way for a successful at- 
tack by ground troops, since the Nazis 
dived into dug-outs while the shells were 
falling and emerged when the storm 
ceased. 

The conclusion is of the snap variety, 
and may not be correct. The in- 
tensified bombardment of ten days ago 
lasted only four hours. It was terrific, but 
it was not prolonged. When did artillery 
ever reduce a strong position in four 
hours? Usually shells are heaved into a 
stronghold for days, or weeks, before it is 
thought safe to send in the infantry. 

Had Cassino been pounded with bombs 
ceaselessly for a week it is fair guessing 
that the Nazis would never have got out of 
the fox-holes into which they dived, for 
these would have been filled with debris. 
The effect of the bombing was over-esti- 
mated and the ground attack made too 
soon. The bombers were not given a 
chance to show what they could do over 
a period such as ig commonly allowed for 
artillery preparation. 


The capture of Nikolaev was an im- 
portant win in itself, but it also freed Red 
forces to help close the cordon around 
Odessa, where 100,000 Nazis are penned 
in with diminishing prospects of getting 
out. Russian strategy seems to be based 
on the principle that each victory should 
help some other to win.

Do Americans 
intend to help 
create and enter into a world or- 
ganization for the enforcement of 
peace under law? There is no 
answer to that question though it 
is dealt with vaguely. Mr, Hull 
speaks of “co-operation between na- 
tions in the spirit of good neighbors 
founded on the principles of lib- 
erty, equality, justice, morality and 
law.” He speaks of the possible 
necessity for force. 

But “equality,” “morality,” “law,” 
ete., are not principles but concepts. 
This war is, indeed, a struggle be- 
tween conflicting concepts of ‘“equal- 
ity,” “morality,” “justice,” etc., with 
each nation establishing its own 
principles. 

Law is not a principle. Principles 
are established in law. But there 
is no law governing nations, nor is 
there any authority to make a law 
for nations. 


Thus, aggression of one nation 
upon another for any reason which 
its national interest may dictate 1s 
not against the law. 

I would like to shout that from 
the housetops, Aggression may be 
a crime in human conscience but it 
is not a crime in law. 

Treaties are not laws. They are 
agreements between governments 
similar to contracts between firms, 
but with the basic difference that 
the latter are adjudicable in courts 
and enforceable by a police to 
which both contractors owe sub- 
servience, 

There is a vast illusion that in- 
ternational law exists in the sense 
that domestic law exists. It is not 
true. There is no international law- 
making body; no_ international 
court; no international enforcement 
agency. The League of Nations con- 
ventions were not laws and had not 
the force of laws. If they had been 
laws, withdrawal from the league 
or refusal to enter it would have an-

Our foreign policy denounces 
“spheres of influence, alliances, bal- 
ances of power, and other special 
arrangements.” Let us noi encour- 
age self-delusion, Without the or- 
ganization of the world under law 
these things will be inevitable and 
even necessary. American security 
could not otherwise be protected 
than by spheres of influence, poli- 
tical and economic. The Monroe 
Doctrine is a sphere of influence 
doctrine. Our claims to bases in the 
South Pacific are, too, the proposal 
to build an American-owned pipe 
line across Arabia is the creation of 
a new sphere of economic influ- 
ence, for privileged access to raw 
materials—in case of war. 

Without the organization of the 
world under law, alliances and 
balances of power are essential. 
Britain, for instance, could not risk 
existence without them. 

* * * 

A United Nations victory offers 
only three possible courses, They 
are: 

(1) The consolidation of the 
power of the four greatest victors 
and their mutual domination of 
the earth. 

(2( The dissolution of the part- 
nership and the opening of com- 
petition between them with an at- 
tempt to maintain a balance of 
power through spheres of influ- 
ence, keeping peace meanwhile by 
fragile treaties and pious plati- 
tudes, 

(3) The use by the victors of 
their power to compel an all-inclus- 


ive organization of the world under 


law, with equal freedom, equal jus- 
tice, and proportionate responsi- 
bility. 

Unless God passes a _ miracle, 
number (1) would rapidly degen- 
erate into (2). The signs of it are 
already on the horizon. And the 
result would inevitably be another 
war, preceded by spheres of influ- 
ence, balances at power, alliances, 
and all the things Mr. Hull rightly 
condemns, 

* * * 

The inference is that we intend 
to build the third. But it will never 
be constructed on 17 ambiguities. 
If we genuinely intend to turn vic- 
tory into peace, we only need one 
point, and it can be briefly and 
clearly stated: 

“Recognizing that peace is the 
substitution of the rule of law for 
the tests of force, the United States 


of America is determined to put 
the full weight of its power into the 
creation of a world organization, 
open with equal freedom and pro- 
portionate responsibility to all na- 
tions, great and small, and empow- 
ered to legislate an international 
law and provide for its adjudica- 
tion and enforcement. If any na- 
tions réfuse to enter into such an 


organization, the United States will 
create it with those who will, re- 
garding all who refuse to collabor- 
ate as potential law-breakers, and 
seeing to it that the force which it 
can command on land, mn the air, 
and on the seas, will be superior to 
the combined force of all who stand 
outside it.”

Policies of C.C.F. Conflict 


State-Planned Economy Is 
Exclusion of Foreign 


Goods 


By BRUCE HUTCHISON 


That the C.C.F. believes fun- 
damentally in re-building Canada 
and creating prosperity through 
the development of the Canadian 
market for goods rather than 
through foreign trade has been 
shown here before by quotations 
from the speeches of its leaders. 
But these quotations only docu- 
ment an obvious fact, only foot- 
note the actual record of history, 

In his recent book, “As We Go 
Marching,” Mr, John T. Flynn, the 
American economic writer, shows 
that wherever the state-planned 
economy has been tried, autarchy 
and the exclusion of foreign goods, 
has instantly followed, as it must. 
Mr. Flynn has set down the reasons 
for this process more clearly and 


simply than any other ~ recent 
writer. He says: 
“The first condition of a 


planned economy is that it shall 
be a closed economy, ... When 
planners set out to manage the 
society, not for self-sufficiency 
primarily but in order to speed 
up the economy, it is inevitable 
that they move toward autarchy. 
If you seek to plan your eco- 
nomy you must lay down rules 
for the behavior of manufactur- 
ers and distributors and farmers 
with the object of getting the 
highest productions with the 
highest wages and the best stand- 
ards of living. 

“Obviously you cannot let any- 
body inside that economy com- 
pete who does not comply with 
these regulations. Having 
required this of the producers of 
your own economy you cannot 
permit the producers of Ger- 
many or Japan or Britain or any 
other country to bring their 
products into our markets and 
sell in competition with our pro 
ducers upon whom we have im- 
posed all these costly regula 
tions, You cannot impose these 
regulations on the producers of 
Japan and Germany and Britain. 


Hence you must exclude their 
producers for the same reason 
that you would exclude an 


American producer who refuses 
to produce under the require- 
ments of your planned society.” 


* * * 


This is all obvious on the face 
of it, Hence there is a complete 
and insoluble conflict between the 
plan of the C,C.F. to contro] the 


entire Canadian economy under 
the state, through regulation, 
through price and wage fixing, 


subsidies and government owner- 
ship on one hand and its recent 
protestation on the other hand in 
favor of world trade. As well try 
to mix oil and water. Either one 
or the other policies must go, 
However, we are not forced to 
rely merely on our reason in this 
matter, We have the experience of 
other states to guide us. As Mr, 
Flynn shows in detail, the states 


which placed the complete control |, 


of their economic systems in the 
hands of the government were 
compelled to move at once towards 
autarchy, “Hitler, Mussolini and 
Stalin,” Mm Flynn observes, “are 
the great exemplars of autarchy 


in our world.” Each dictator found 
that when he set out to regulate 
production in his own country, he 
was compelled to protect this 
planned production from the com- 
petition of the world. He could 
not allow all his various schemes 
of production and consumption, of 
wage and price control, to be 
undermined by foreign products 
produced under cheaper and more 
efficient methods, 


* * 


This does not mean, of course, 
that Germany, Italy and Russia im- 
ported no goods. Since they were 
short of many things, they desired 
imports on a large scale, and to 
pay for them they had to export. 
As Hitler said of Germany, it must 
export or die. In the case of Rus- 
sia, the Canadian socialist insists 
that a Russian socialist govern- 
ment does trade in the world on 
a large scale. This is perfectly 
true of pre-war Russia, as it was of 
pre-war Germany; but trade as 
conducted by Germany’and Russia 


was not based on the original 
principle of trade, namely, that 
each nation should produce the 


things it can produce best, and thus 
keep down prices to everyone. 

It was not based on competition 
and the division of labor through- 
out the world. It was designed 
simply to secure for Russia and 
Germany the things they lacked 
within their own boundaries and 
as little of them as possible. Never 
were imports allowed to under- 
mine a local government-controlled 
industry no matter how inefficient, 
uneconomic, unnatural and costly 
it might be, 


And, of course, the result 
such a policy in the great nations 
of the world—even though it does 
include a considerable movement 
of goods in and out—is to depress 
the other nations, like Canada and 
Britain, for instance, which are 
dependent on the exports of parti 
cular products which they can 
produce cheaply, The .result is 


finally to depress the whole world, 


as Was demonstrated with some 
force during the last fifteen years,

Most airmen are more 
convinced than ever that we shall 
not get the most out of our avia- 
tion potential until air power is 
given a status of full equality with 
the Army and Navy. 
STOCK ARGUMENTS 

One of the stock 
against such equality—an 
ment used especially by 
spokesmen—has been that 
unless trained by the navy, would 
fail to recognize friendly ships 
and might sink them by accident. 
The answer of air power advocates 
has been that by this logic all sail- 
ors should be aviators, otherwise 
they would fail to recognize friend- 
ly planes and might shoot down 
their own aircraft. 

This, of course, is precisely what 
happened on June 10 of last year, 
There were ample extenuating cir- 
cumstances, as there always are 
in such episodes of mistaken iden- 
tity in the confusion of battle. 
Nevertheless the fact itself should 
be noted because repeatedly, in the 
past, similar mistakes (some real 
and other merely alleged) have 
been advanced to discredit the 
British system of an equal and sep- 
arate air ministry. 


ATTACK ON R.A.F. 

In a famous attack on the R.A.F, 
by Rear Admiral Harry E, Yarnell 
in November 1941, for instance, he 
leaned heavily on the argument 
that unless trained by the navy, 
airmen would be handicapped in

TORONTO, March 30.—(CP)- 
Men who are used to liberty fight 
| best if they know the truth and

Estimated to cost $643,000 in the 
coming fiscal year, the free ma- 
ternity legislation will provide up 
to 12 days’ expenses for a mother 
and her new-born baby, in hos- 
pitals or approved nursing homes 
in the province. It will cover all 
public ward maternity services 
provided by an institution, with- 
out any obligation to submit to 
clinical observations. 

Persons who desire private or 
semi-private accommodation in a 
hospital will be required to pay 
the difference between charges for 
charges 
for public ward accommodation, 

Hon. Dr. W. W. Cross, minister 
of health, has sent copies of the 
free Maternity Hospitalization Act 
to hospitals and nursing homes, 
and this has been followed by 
letters notifying the institutions the 
legislation is to go into effect “after 
midnight, March 31.” 

The department of health will 
enter into covering agreements 
with hospitals during the month 
of April. In the meantime, they 
have been asked to admit ma- 
ternity patients and charge their 
expenses to the department, be- 
ginning Saturday. 

Forms are to be provided by the 
government for hospitals to fill in, 
which will indicate the number of 
maternity patients accommodated, 
the number of days they were hos- 
pitalized, and their names. Monthly 
cheques are to be made up from 
these forms, in payment for the 
institutional care given, 


THOSE CONCERNED 

At present, the plan will apply to 
some 96 hospitals, and 40 nursing 
homes. 

Whether or not a patient can be 
classed as eligible for benefits un- 
der the act is to be determined by 
the institution to which she is ad- 
mitted. Residence qualifications call 
for residence in Alberta for 12 con- 
secutive months out of the 24 im- 
mediately preceding admission to 
hospital, and residence at the time 
of admission. 

It was pointed out Thursday that 
persons who become maternity pati- 
ents before April 1, and who remain 
in hospital after that date, will not 
be entitled to payment by the prov- 
ince of their expenses on ana after 
April 1. 

CONSIDERABLE RELIEF 

When the free hospitalization 
plan was under discussion in the 
Legislature recently, Dr. Cross said 
it would relieve some 18,000 fam- 
ilies a year of expenditures of ap- 
proximately $50 each. 

When it comes into effect, Alberta 
will be the only province in Can- 
ada to make such provisions for 
the benefit of pcan de cases,

In most instances ,the faulty 


vision is due to the fact that the in- 
dividual was born with an eyeball} 
not of a normal shape. When the 
eyeball is too short, then we have | 
the far-sighted eye. By this type of 
defect the eye has to exert effort in 
seeing and as a consequence there 
is a certain amount of strain pro-| 
duced. 

Or, an individual may be born 
with the type of eye in which the 
eyeball is too long, producing the 
near-sighted eye. The near-sighted | 
|person sees objects close to him 
much better than objects far away | 
and may squint when he is attempt- 
ing to read a signboard some dis- | 
tance away. He may complain of} 
objects blurring when he is not 
close to them.

CARACAS, Venezuela.—Back in: 
the mountains: of British Guiana 
are flat topped plateaus where the 
handy rancher can build himself a 
home and in 20 years, so Major Art 
Williams told me, he can be secure 


enough financially to send his boys 
and girls away to school. Men and 
women must work hard, however, 
and no weakling could succeed. 
Spaniards, Scotchmen, Americans 
from Texas, and various other pio- 
neers are today ranching success- 
fully, and their stories seemed like 
those written about our own early 
pioneers. 

The officers at Atkinson Field 
gave me a most interesting bag 
made by a Mr. Melville, one of the 
ranchers, who is a friend of our 
guide, Major Art Williams. He 
killed a jaguar and a deer, and he 
dressed the skins to make this very 
unusual and beautiful bag. 

Major Art Williams also flew us 
over the old Dutch seat of gov- 
ernment, where the diamond shap- 
ed fort and old Dutch government 
house stands, and he pointed out 
forests of greenheart wood which 
will not float but must be loaded 
on barges for transport. 

At 5 o'clock we landed at the 
U.S. naval base. Here we went di- 
rectly to mess with the enlisted 
men, The boy next to me came 
from Washington, D.C., and I have | 
promised to tell his wife how he is 
when I get home. Then there was 
a boy from Seattle, one from Min- 
neapolis, one from New York and 
one from Arkansas. I had a chance 
to talk to a number of the boys and | 
some of the girls brought out for 
a dance by the US.O. Later we 
went to the movies with them all, 
and saw a gangster film which | 
am sure took their minds from the 


war. I was breathless when it was 
over. 


Then we went to the naval hos- 


| pital, where again they had very 


few patients. This is evidently a 
healthy spot. It is a tribute to the 
work done by “malaria control” 
and clearing the jungle around the 
bases. Finally we went back to 
the dance at the mess hall, and 
spent an hour or more talking to 
various boys as they gathered 
around, 

It was well after midnight when 
we got to bed, and we had to take 
off the following morning with 
Major Art Williams at 7:30, Back at 
Atkinson Field, we changed to a 
bigger plane and left for La 
Guaira,. We were met on arrival 
by the Minister of Foreign Affairs 
and Senora Parra Perez and our 


Ambassador and Mrs. Corrigan. [| 


drove with Foreign Minister and 
Senora Parra Perez to Caracas. 

It is a wonderful road, winding 
up into mountains giving view after 
view of sea and mountains below 
and above, After arriving in the 
city, we went immediately to the 
Pantheon, and I laid a wreath on 
Simon Bolivar's tomb. This is a 
dignified and beautiful building 
worthy of the great liberator who 
lies surrounded by monuments of 


‘other Venezualan patriots. 


The older part of the city through 
which we passed is_ interesting, 
with some lovely squares and pub- 
lic buildings. Many people live in 
the suburbs of the city where 
houses are surrounded by beauti- 
ful gardens. We spent the night at 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. John 
Phelps, which is charming in every 
way.

In a letter to The Times endors- 
ing basic English, Shaw said he 
had used the alphabet—which he 
devised himself—for years to save 
time in his own writing. 

“If only the British government 
were as intelligent as I am,” he 
jibed. 

“We have no English alphabet,” 
Shaw wrote. “English speech has 42} 


fore the language can be written or 
read intelligently. To do this with 
26 letters we have to resort to per- 
mutations and combinations.” 


CITES ADVANTAGES 

Pointing out the time-saving ad- 
vantage of his proposed system, 

Shaw said that only a fraction of a 
second is lost if a man_ spells; 
“though” with six letters instead of | 
two, but that fraction should be} 
multiplied by the total time lost 
throughout the English - speaking 
world, 

“The fact that Russia, with her 
35-letter alphabet, can spell my 
name with two letters instead of 
four may conceivably make it im- 
Possible for us to compete econo- 
mically with Russia,” he said. 

“IT am ready to bequeath all I 
possess (if war taxation leaves me 
anything to bequeath) to establish 

a new 42-letter alphabet with it. I 
have saved years by using the 
alphabet for my own works, but 
they all have to be trans¢ribed and 
typed and set up and printed in| 
Phoenician, so nobody's time is 
saved except my own.”
